The friends of the majority ef the commit- 
tee who have been following the policy of 
sustaining it in all things will ye against a 
tax on sugar. 

The opposition to the bounty clause in the 
billissq strong in the Democratic party, 
however, that it is expected that ft will be 
stricken from the bill. This is certain to 
happer ifthe Republicans adhere*to their 
proposition to vote against everythmg ex- 
cept the retention of the duty as iu the pros 
ont law. The outcoméis therefore expected 
to be that all béunty Will be stricken off and 
that suger will be plagea onthe free list both 
as to refined and raw.

‘ HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


Mr. MoRae Precipitates the Sugér Fight 
on the Bounty Question. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The fight to amend 
the sugar schedule of the Wilson bill was 
made in the House to-day. It openéd im- 
mediately after the reading ofthe journal, 
according to the agreement reached last Fri. 
day, by which three hours were set aside for 
this purpose. Before the first amendment 
was Offered some discussion was had ag to 
whether the amendfents should lie to each 
of the three sections of the Wilson til 
schedule separately—thé pounty provision, 
duty of 5.2@ of a cent on refined sugar above 
No. 16 Dutch standard, and the duty of 30 
per cent on sugar candy and confectionery, 
and of 15 per cent on grape sugar. 

Pending an agreement as to the mode of 
procedure, Mr. Hitt (Rep.) of Illinois with-* 
drew the amendment, pending last Saturday, 
with reference to reciprocity with Canada on 
free coal. 

Then, after further consultation, the sugar 
men, represented by Mr. Blanchard, with- 
drew their first proposition afd asked that 
the time be diyided into three parts, an hour 
for those in favor of the bounty division, one 
for those vaho favor the bounty provision of 
the McKinley law, “ay an hour for those who 
faver a duty on su 

Mr. McRae priv ort because this arrange- 
ment gave no time to those who were for 
free sugar and no bounty. 

It was finally agreed, however, that the 
Loulsiana members who wefe most interested 
should havean hourand the remainder of 
the House should take chances of recogni- 
tion of the chair during the other two hours. 

The first amendment was that offered by 
Mr. McRae (Dem.) of Arkansas to abolish 
entirely the sugar bounty. * ot his 
amendment Mr. McRae said that jt propose a 
to abolish entirely the sagar unty and 
leave sugar on the free ist where it was 
placea by the McKinley law. A time when 
the Treasury was bankrupt and the Secre- 
tary ofthe Treasury was proposing to bor- 
row money at s per cent interest. He had no 
personal feeling against the section of the 
country to be affected, but he did not co 
ceive that a Democratft Congress would per- 
petuate this, the most vicious provision of 
the McKinley bill. The bounty would cost the 
people of the country, said Mr. McRae, as it 
stood, $60,000,000. He contended that the 
bounty was unconstitutional and undemo- 
cratic and should be abolished.

An analysis of the 
new mills shows them either to be smell con- 
cerns Of one or two sets capacity, or else new 
mills which have deen built to replace facto- 
ries burned. There are but four plants above 
four sets capacity, and three of these are 
to replace mills which have been burned. 
These three mills contain 28 sets of cards, 
which is about a fourth of the whole num- 
ber reported. A further synopsis shows 
that 9 of the new woolen mihs are yarn 
mills, 1a yarn and cloth mill, 1 felt 
mill and 22cloth milis (some with and some 
without yarn machinery).

The importance 
of placing these wires underground 
is growing greater and greater every Gay.

Mr. Burnet and Col. Flaa were both warm 
advocates of a municipal subway. They both 
prepared plans of subways for water, gas 
and steam pipes. Into these with proper 
arrangements for ventilation they proposed 
putting electric wires, until some supposed 
electrical expert said that wires carrying 
currents of varying potentials could not be 
carried with independence If placed in the 
Same receptacle.

ARCHITECTS TESTIFY. 
Mr. H. W. Powers, architect for eighteen | 
years, testified that he had examined the 


work at the surgical ward at the request of 
Mr. McMath. it corresponded with the 
specifications.

AN EXPERT PAVORS SUBWAYS. 

Louis Opperman of the Board of Public 
Improvements office is a practical elec- 
triclan. He is a man of conservative mind 
yet progressive. From him the practi-

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THE SUBWAY QUESTION. 


The Post-DisPATcH is opposed to State 
interference with municipal affairs when 
the same can be avoided. But there is a 
question whether or not the city is free to 
go forward and compel the wire companies 
to go under ground, and it is to secure un- 
doubted and unquestionable freedom in 
this respect that further State legislation 
may be necessary. 

When the subway matter was before the 
last Legislature the Stone bill was de- 
feated at the instance of the Bell Telephone 
people on the ground that the city had full 
power in the premises ahd no legislation 
at Jefferson City was necessary. But when 
a bill was introduced into the City Assem- 
bly with this object in view the contrary 
was held by the manager of the same 
company, who maintained that the As- 
sembly could only permit the wires to be 
put in subways, not command such action. 
Two or three years have already been 
wasted thus in a vain effort to get relief 
from the overhead wire nuisance.

is that of Lewis Schlager. who died Nov. 17 of 
last yearin this city under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, leaving about $25,003 in prop- 
erty. His brother, Morris, of New York and 
three other brothers have retained counsel 
and are conducting an investigation. 
They point to the fact that Lewis, 
before his death, had declared that he 
would die of the same mysterious sickness 
which killed two brothers-in-law, A widow 
of one of the latter, who was a sister to the 
dead man’s wife, also stated that Louis 
would be dead within a year of the same 
sickness which killed herhusband. More- 
over a chemical examination of the viscera 
of Lewis has Gisclosed the existence of arse- 
nic in large quantities. This it was supposed 
by the coroner's chemist fm this city, who 
made the examination, had come from the 
embalming fluid used. It has since Deen dis- 
covered by the Schlager brothers that ao 
embalming fluid was used On Louis, and that 
no chemical elements were introduced into 
his body after death. , 
Morris Schlager of New Yor is convinced 
that Lewis was poisoned by his wife. The 
latter, he says, didn’t live happily wit 
Lewis, He accused her of being unfaithful 
and left her once on discovering her in a 
compromising position with another man. 
He also says Lewis frequently expressed his 
tear ot her. They had two children and 
Lewis had madea will making them bene- 
ficiaries with his wife. This will, Morris 
asserts, was revoked a few days before the 
death of Lewis anda new one made under 
the influence of his wife, leaving all his 
property to her with the exception of a $5,000 
life insurance policy to the children. The 
will has been probated and under it Mrs. 
Lewis Schlager is acting as sole executrix. 
She has come, however, into confilct with 
H. P. Claflin & Co. of New York in her 
attemptto settle up the business of her 
late busband, who sept a dry goods 
store on South street, thiseity. The Clafitn 
company have found that goods were taken 
out of the store while Lewis lay sick in the 
house and have begunan action tahave her 
removed as executrix, claiming that she is 
attempting to show that the estate is insol- 
vent for the purpose of defrauding creditors. 

Mrs. Lewis Schlager, who is now under 

suspicion, was a daughter of R. Reichard, a 
rich pawnbroker, doing business at 1922 Cal- 
lowhilll street, this city. One of her sisters 
married a man named Lessof this city, and 
the other married Mr. Jacobs of Wilming- 
ton, Del. 
Jacobs died about five years ago and Less 
about two years ago, and their sickness is 
said to have resembled that of which 
Schlager died in November. 

„My brother told me, said Morris 
Schlager to-day, that ne W he was’ 
poisoned. That was last June. With. my 
brothers I tried to get him to go to New York 
to consult a doctor, but his wife would not 
let him go and I had to go over and take him 
there. Wetook him to Dr. Loomis, whaad- 
vised an ocean tripand he wentto Europe, 
being gone about seven wee gs, When 
he came — he was almost 
weil. Fiv days after he 
returned nome to his wife he wastaken sick 
again. He told me she would call no doctor, 
but gave bima medicine which mada him 
dizzy as soon as he took it. The fact of her 
giving him this medicine can be established 
by witnesses. In October he started ona 
trip to Boston, Dut was taken sick and 1 
brought him back to his home. Later on my 
brothers came to this city and in spite of the 
protests of his wife, we engaged Dr. Morton 
to attend him. She wrote a letter to Dr. 
Morton to which she signed my name, 
saying his services were no longer 
required and engaged a physician of her 
own. My brother died Nov. 17. Previous to 
that my brothers persuaded him to make his 
children instead of his wife beneficiaries of 
one of the $5,000 life insurance policies, and 
this was done.

Steele, the Wounded Man, an Unoften- 

' give Negro, and His Assailant a Tough 
—How the Shooting Ocourred—Murray 
Threatened the Lives of Others After 
the Shooting. | 


Joe, allas ‘*Red’’ Murray, a Third District 
character, shot and dangerously wounded 
Cy Steele. a colored hostier in 
John Myer’s biacksmith shop at 1019 North 
Broadway about 10:15 o’clock this morning. 
The bullet entered the upper part of Steele’s 
breast near the left shoulder and glanced 
downward. 

From what could be gathered of tlie affair 
the shooting was entirely malicious and un- 
provoked, Steele is an inoffensive negro 4 
years of age and has worked for Liveryman 
Joe Maher of 1013 North Broadway for twelve 
years. Murray isa shifttess character, who 
has no steady occupation or settled place 
of abode. He spends bis days loitering 
about the salestables on Broadway. His 
doings at night are a matter of more or less 
anxiety to the police. 

HOW IT OCCURRED. * 

in Joe , Maher's stable 
morning and was talking with Oy 
Steele. dout 10 o’clock Steele 
took two horses up to Myer’s, at 1019, to be 
shod. Murray went with him, and both 
stood talking together while Mike Foley, 
a blacksmith, commenced shoeing one 
of the horses. Suddenly Foley looked 
up and saw Murray pointing a gun at Steele. 
Then Foley ran out of the shop, and Murray 
fred. « He walked slowly out to the 
sidewalk « and stood there with 
the smoking revolver in his hand, Mr. L. 
Isaacs. one Of Mr. Myer’s employes, ap- 
proached him and said, ‘‘Why did vou 
shbot Cy?’’ Murray replied, shut up or I'll 
shoot you too.“ Mr. Paul Maher came up 
about this time asked the 
Same question. Murray’s reply was to 
poke the gun in his face and say: ‘*You shut 
up or I’ll give you the same. Then the 
red-headed. terror of the Third District put 
the revolver in his pocket and 
strolled slowly down Broadwa 
towards Wash street. Nobody followed him 
or made the slightest attempt ,to apprehen 
him, and he made good his escape, ’ 

NO EYE*WITNESSES. 

If Mike Foley, the blacksmith, is telling 
the truth when he says he did 
not see the shooting there were no 
eyewitnesses totheaffair. The police think, 
however, at a good dose of the 
sweat+box will draw some evidence 
out of Foley. The blacksmith is 
well acquainted with Murray and seems to be 
pretty familiar with the class of people Mur- 
ray travels with. Any how he is very close- 
mou thed and évidentiy unwilling to ach 
on his friend. When seen by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter, who went intothe Diacksmith shop 
with Capt. Joyce, Foley assumed a 
strangely non-committal air. He „ had 
not heard any discussion. He turned 
around and saw Murra pointing a 
revolver and ran outiof the shop before the 
shot was fired. That was all he 
would say. The police think he 
knows more. Foley. was in Cuddy Mack's 
dive the night of the notorious tragedy in 
that place, and maiptained the same non- 
¢ommittal action then that he assumed this

Officer Callaban was summoned after 
Murray had. made his eséape 
called the emergency ambulance. Dr. 
Kearney pronounced Steéle’s wound as 
dangerous but not necessarily fatal. He was 
conveyed to the hospital via the Dispensary. 

Capt. Joyce thinks e will have Murray be- 
hind the dars before, nightfall. He 
was a character whom the police 
kept aan under surveillance, al- 
though he as no police record. 
Officer Stinger and Specials Burke and 
De War were sent out with directions to 
stay on his trial until they brought him in.

WASHINGTON,D, C., Jan. 22.—Minister Men - 
donca is now of the opinion that the long-ex- 
pected naval engagement ‘between the new 
cruisers fitted out in New York and the com- 
bined fleet of the insurgents will not take 
place afterall. The Government is now in a 
good condition to make a fight, but Peixoto is 
thoughtto be holding off because of the 


rapidly failing strength of the insurgents. 
Minister Mendonca says he believes it is the 

policy of his Government to starve out the 
insurgents by a regular blockade, to be es- 
tablished at the entrance tothe harbor. He 
thinks that the fleet will remain to the 
Sorth and not go to Rio to force a surrender.

The existing enceinte of Toulon surrounds 
a large tract of land,much of which has been 
reclaimed from the sea and which lies to the 
north ofthe bay knownasthe Petite Rade. 
Within this enceinte are, to the eastward, the 
town, and to the westward the various parts 
of the dockyard bearing the names of Vau.- 
ban, Castigneau and Missiessy. Further to 
the west, outside the dockyard, ts Ft. Mal- 
bousquet. To the soutneast of the enceinte, 
where the shore line of the Petite Rade curves 
to the southward, is Le Mourillon, with a de- 
— 8 dockyard belonging to the Govern: 
ment. 

Opposite, on the western side of the Petite 
Rade, is La Seyne, with the lar private 
yard of the Forges et Chantiers dela Medi- 
terranee. These various yards employ at 
least 12,000 people. The Petite Rade ns 
toward :he southeast and gives access to the 
outer or Grande Rade, which is 
the mainiand on the North and t 
of Cape Cepet on the south, but 
on the southeast. To more 
shield the inner part of the roadstead a 
breakwater, upward of half a mile long and 
having a due north and south di jon, has 
been built.

The will directs that all his private papers, 
and especially those having reference in any 
way whatsoever to the affairs of the Prince 
of Wales, shall be destroyed, or else placed 
in the hands of his Royal Highness, And

for about a quarter of a century one of his 
s in waiting.
